b. Retirement Legislation On 31 March we told you that it then
seemed unlikely the Civil Service Commission proposal to change the retire-
ment law to compute annuities on the basis of the last CLI or at the date of
retirement, whichever is greater, would become law by 31 May 1971. As
you may have read in yesterday's Washington Post, the prediction now is
that this proposal has a chance of passage by 31 May. Should it pass, only
participants in the Civil Service Retirement System would be affected at this
time. As you know, we have not publicized this possible amendment to the
Civil Service Act to those people abroad since most retirement eligibles
abroad will have qualified for retirement under CIARDS.
